EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Civilians in Defence Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973, which were 
promulgated to implement the Government decisions on the recommendations 
made by the Third Pay Commission with respect to the pay scales of Classes I, II, 
III, and IV Civilian employee^ of the Defence Services have been given effect from 
1st January, 1973. Jn the case of posts which have been upgraded to the level of 
Rs. 3,000 (fixed) or above, It has been decided that the revision should be given 
effect to from such suitable dates (not being dates earlier than 1st May, 1974) in 
order to avoid administrative difficulties. The present amendments to the First 
Schedule to the aforesaid rules which indicate the revised scales for a few of 
such posts, are accordingly being given effect from the 1st May, 1974, and will 
be Implemented in respect of ;the holders of such posts from that date under a 
separate order issued simultaneously. No Government servant is likely to be 
adversely affected by the retrospective amendment.

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 14 th November 1974 

SJt.O, 49-E.—In pursuance of the proviso to sub-rule (1) of rule 2 of the Civi¬ 
lians In Defence Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973, the Central Government 
hereby specifies the 1st May, 1974 as the date on which the revised scales of pay 
of the posts included in Part ‘H’ of the First Schedule to the Civilians In Defence 
Services (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973, by the amendments to the said Rules, made 
by the Civilians in Defence Services (Revised Pay) Seventh Amendments Rules, 
1974, shall come Into force, and further directs that the Civilians in Defence Ser¬ 
vices (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973, shall apply, (i) in relation to every person 
holding any such post on the 1st May, 1974, on and from that date, and (ii) in 
relation to every person appointed to any such post after the 1st May, 1974, on 
and from the date of his appointment to that post.
